No more v alu able contribu tion to th e 
safety of air trav el cou ld be made th an a 
I^ractical means of enabling distressed air­ 
planes to descend safely to th e earth . Th is 
is as self-ev ident as th e fact th at grav ity 
is th e natu ral and th e most powerfu l and 
most relentless foe of man’s efforts to fly . 
Oth er problems h av e been ov ercome, bu t 
th e eternal th reat of grav ity mu st y et be 
offset su fficiently to make air trav el a 
th ing desired and not feared by a great 
many people. 
Tru e, 
grav ity 
h as been 
ov ercome w’h en one flies, bu t not wh en 
one’s fly ing is su ddenly and distressingly 
stopped by some trou ble or oth er, and 
wh at is so often a fatal descent is begu n. 
So w’h en an inv entor annou nces th at h e 
h as w^orked ou t a dev ice w’h ich ch ecks th e 
speed of a falling plane au tomatically and 
wh ich , h e claims, w^ou ld th ereby av ert

a larger scale, wdll be pu sh ed to comple­ 
tion wdth in a few* y ears. 
It is only on 
su ch a condition th at th e increased ex pen­ 
ditu re of fu nds new’ contemplated can be 
fnade a pay ing inv estment and tu rned to 
die best serv ice of th is section. 


STATE BUDGETING. 


Progress in bu dget reform, as disclosed 
by a preliminary su rv ey made for th e 
finance 
committee 
of 
th e Ch amber of 
Commerce of th e United States as a basis 
for a stu dy of state and local tax ation sy s­ 
tems, is not confined to th e federal gov ­ 
ernment. Many states h av e stru ck an ac­ 
celerated gait to keep th e pace set in 
Wash ington. 
‘‘For many y ears,” say s th e report, “th e 
United States h ad th e distinction of being 
th e only modern cou ntry with ou t a sy ste­ 
matic meth od of preparing gov ernmental 
bu dgets. More recently interest in th is 
qu estion h as been activ e and fairly con­ 
tinu ou s and as a resu lt mu ch progress h as 
been made. Actu al reforms in bu dgeting 
in th e states preceded th ose of th e na­ 
tional gov ernment bu t th e adoption by th e 
latter of a compreh ensiv e ex ecu tiv e bu dget 
stimu lated and aided th e mov ement in 
th e states. 
‘‘Mu ch along th is line h as been accomp­ 
lish ed, bu t as in practically ev ery qu es­ 
tion affecting state institu tions, nu merou s 
sch emes h av e been u sed and progress is 
ex ceedingly u nev en. 
In all th e states, 
bu t one, wdiere a bu dget procedu re h as 
been prescribed by statu te, th e bu dget is 
prepared by th e administration, th e ex cep­ 
tion being Arkansas w’h ere th e bu dget is 
formu lated by a special committee of th e 
legislatu re. 
Pennsy lv ania and Rh ode Is­ 
land h av e practically no bu dgetary pro­ 
cedu re at all as th at term is ordinarily 
u sed, ex penditu res being determined by 
th e u su al committees of th e legislatu re.”

J ohn L. Lewis, president 
of

United Mine W ork ers, said the sit­ 
uation no longer was a strik e, but 
a lock out. 
M ajor W. W. Inglis, chairm an of 
t he operators’ negotiating com m it­ 


tee, asserted that Mr. Lewis had 
rejected everything. 
“ We shall submit our proposals 
to our employes and the people of 
the anthracite region and ask them 
to judge the fairness of our course” 
the m ajor added.
